During this most recent contact, Goodwin advised the Internal 
Security Division was still working on the problem and we would be informed 
as soon as something specific was developed.

research be done in the Department. Acknowledging the serving of grand jury 6 
subpoenas requiring the appearance of individuals associated with ^
